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Israel hits back after U.S. sanctions

Israel said on Sunday it con- 
sidered the recently-concluded 
memorandum of understanding 
with the US on siraiegic coopera- 
tion ns cancelled. 

This was in response to the 
punitive measures announced on 
Friday by the Reagan Adminisira- 
Uon, lo show ill displeasure at 
Israel's extension of its jurisdiction 
10 the Golan Heights. Washington 
said U was “suspending" the 
memorandum of understanding, 
signed on November 30. and was 
holding up talks on planned US 
purchases in Israel of goods and ser- 
vice for American military forces. 
(Sec V/olf Blitzer's report on next 
page). 

The Israel view wos expressed nt 
the regular Sunday cabinet meeting, 
held ut the home of Prime Minister 
Begin who is recuperating from a 
broken hip joint. 

Levelling an unprecedented ai- 
trmk on the U.S.. Begin accused it 
of treating Israel “like your vassal 
stale." 

The premier's siaiemem said 
“there is no power on earth" that 
ecHild reverse the Israeli decision on 
the Golan. 

A statement, read out by Govern- 
ment Secretary Arye Naor after the 
cabinet session, was actually a sum- 
mation of a statement Premier 
Begin had made to US Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis at a meeting before 
the cabinet convened.

We had no doubt about 
that: therefore our action was an act 
of salvation, an act of national self- 
defence in the most lofty sense of the 
concept. We saved the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of civiliuns. 
including tens of thousands of 
children. 

Nonetheless, you announced that 
you were punishing us ^ and you 
left unfulfilled a signed iind sealed 
contract that included specific dales 
for the supply of (war) planes. 

Not long sifter, in a defensive act 
^ after a slaughter was conimiiied 
against our people leaving three 
dead (including on Auschwitz sur- 
vivor) and 29 were injured .— we 
bombed the PLO headquarters in 
Beirut. 

You have no moral right to 
preach to us about civilian 
ensunities. We have read the history 
of World War Two and we know 
what happened to civilians when 
you took action against nn enemy. 
We have also read the history of the 
Vietnam war and your phrase ’ body- 
count'. We always make efforls to 
avoid hitting civilian populations, 
but sometimes it is unavoidable — 
as was the case in our bombing of 
the PLO headquarters. 

Nonetheless you punished us; you 
suspended delivery of F-15 planes.

In effect, he appoured to confirm 
whdt they have been charging now 
for some time — namely, Ihnt Israel 
is more interested in acquiring ter- 
ritory than in making peace. 

That accusation has now become 


much more widely accepted. 

Begin was never all that popular 
with the Reagan inner circle. His 
standing started to erode ofter the

bombing of Palestinian targets in 
downtown Beirut — actions which 
embarrassed Washington.

ISRAEL HTTS BACK

In its clearest public demonstra- 
tion of annoyance with the Golan 
legistation, the U.S. on Friday an- 
nounced the suspension of the 
memorandum on strategic coopera- 
tion which it signed with Israel less 
than three weeks ago. 

In addition, the Reagan ud- 
minlslruiion has taken other 
punitive steps against Israel 
designed to underscore 
Washington's opposition lo the 
Golun action, 

U.S. officials said President 
Ronald Rengan personally had 
uuihori 2 ed the U.S. vote in favour 
of a strongly worded UN Security 
Council resolution Thursday night 
, .calling on lsrne| to rescind the ac- 
•Vtjon;;. • 

la an interview Fridtiy on NBC 
TV’s Today show, the President 
went beyond his earlier news con- 
ference statement deploring the 
Israeli decision by flatly calling it a 
violation Of UN resolutions 242 and 
338. 

Reagan said the Israeli move 
makes the peace process ‘’more d if- 
ficull, because the peace process 
must continue under the Camp 
David accords and UN resolutions 
.242 and 338, and this does violate 
those resolutions." 

State Depitrtment officiuls said 
the administration for the time being 
has decided against suspending 
,,,econornic and. niiljtg.ry assistance 
' already in the pipeline to rjfaer.'But' 
•Tasi Monday's- speedy Knesset pas- 
sage of the Golan Law is still going 
'To cost'<* Israel, they said, referring 
to Friday's announcement to sus- 
pend pending discussions with 
Israel on various ways to promote 
Israel's economy and defence- 
related industries. 

Israel also was put on notice that 
its overall behaviour in the region 
will determine whether additional 
U.S. punitive steps will be taken. 
Specifically, the Americans are very 
concerned about a possible military 
flare-up along the Lebanese or 
Syrian borders. 

Thus, U.S. officials said that 
while Israel's reversal of the Golan 
decision was not necessarily a re- 
quirement for lilting the suspension 
of the strategic cooperation pact, 
the U.S. will carefully monitor the 
overall situation in the Middle East, 
specirically events in Lebanon and 
the Palestinian autonomy negotia- 
tions, before reversing its decision.

Dean Fischer said on Friday, "The 
president has instructed Secretary 
of Defence Caspar Weinberger and 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
not to proceed at this time with dis- 
cussions intended to implement the 
memorandum of understanding 
signed on November BQofthis year. 
This means we will not hold next 
month's scheduled meeting of the 
coordinating council as set up in the 
M.O.U. 

"In addition, the president has 
decided that the United States will 
not for the moment proceed with 
further discussions on some Isra.cji 
proposals for promoting Depart- 
ment of Defence purchases ol 
defence-related goods and services 
it\ .Israel, on authorizing Israel to 
us'e Some Foreign ..Military Sales 
funds to purchase israeli-pruduucd 
goods and services, or on the possi- 
ble use of FMS funds by third 
countries lo purchase Israeli 
defence items and services." 

These last three steps, ifsuslained 
for a lengthy period, could cost 
Israel several hundred million dol- 
lars. 

Earlier, the U.S, had agreed that 
the U.S. defence establishment 
would purchase up to $200 million 
worth of Israeli military products 
and services as a means of helping 
Israel's ailing economy. The Pen- 
tagon was still waiting for an Israeli 
list ofpossible products and service.s 
when the suspension was an- 
nounced on Friday.

'You have imposed upon us finan- 
cial punishments — and have 
(thereby) violated the word of the 
President. When Secretary Haig 
was here he read from a written 
document the words of President 
Reagan thi)t you would purchase 
200 million dollars worth of Israeli 
arms and other equipment. 

This is therefore a violation of the 
President's word. Is it customary? Is 
it proper? 

You cancelled an additional 100 
million dollars. What did you want 
to do — to ‘hit us in our pocket"? 

In 1946 there lived in this house a 
British general by the name oi 
Barker. Today I live here. When we 
fought him you called us 'terrorists' 
— and we carried on fighting. After 
we attacked his headquarters in the 
requisitioned building of the King 
David Hotel, Barker said; ‘This race 
will only be influenced by being hit 
in the pocket' — and he ordered his 
soldiers to atop patronizing Jewish 
cafes. 

To hit us in the pocket — this is 
the philosophy of Barker. Now I un- 
derstand why the whole great effort 
in the Senate to obtain a majority 
for the arms deal with Saudi Arabia 
was accompanied by an ugly cam- 
paign of anti-Semitism. 

First the slogan was sounded 
‘Begin or Reagan?* — and that was 
nice because it meant that whoever 
opposes the deal is supporting a 
foreign prime minister and is not 
loyal to the President of the United 
States. And thus Senators like 
Jackson, Kennedy. Packwood. and 
of course BoschowUz are not loyal 
citizens. 


Then the slogan was sounded, 
'We should not let the Jews deter- 
mine the foreign policy of the 
United Slates.' What was the mean- 
ing of this, slogan? The Greek 
minority in the U.S. determined the 
Senate decision to withhold 
weapons from Turkey after it in- 
vaded Cyprus. No one will frighten 
the . great and free Jewish com- 
munity of the US, no one will suc- 
ceed in cowing them with ami- 
Semitic propaganda. They will 
stand by our side. This is the land ot 
their forefathers — and they have u 
right and a duty to support it. 

Some say we must ‘rescind' the 
law passed by the Knesset. 'To res- 
cind' is a concept from the days ol 
the Inquisition. Our forefathers 
went to the stake rather than 'res- 
cind* their faith. 

We do not need lo go to the 
slake; we, thank God, have strength 
enough to defend our sovereignty 
and to defend our rights. 

If it were up to me (alone) I would 
say we should not rescind the law. 
But as far as 1 can judge there is in 
fact no one on earth who can per- 
suade the Knesset lo rescind the law 
which it passed by a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

Mr. Weinberger — and later Mr. 
Haig — said that the law adversely 
affects U.N. Resolution 242. 
Whoever says that has either not 
read the Resolution, or has forgot- 
ten it or has not understood it. 

The essence of the Resolution is 
negotiation to determine agreed 
and recognized borders. Syria has 
announced that it will not conduct 
negotiations with us, that it docs not 
and will not recognize us — and 
thus removed from Resolution 242 


its essence. How, therefore, could 
we adversely affect 242? 

As regards the future, please be 
kind enough to inform the SecKUn 
ofStiite that the Golan Heighls Lau 
will remain valid. There is no force 
on earth thol can bring about iu 
re.se ision. 

As for the contention that \ve sue. 
prised you. the truth is that we did 
not want to embarrass you. We 
knew your difTiculiies. It was indeed 
President Reagan who said that Mr 
Begin was right — that had Israel 
told the US about the law (in 
vunce) the US would have said no. 
We did not want you to say no - 
and then go ahead and apply Israeli 
law to the Golan Heights. 

As regards Lebanon, I have asked 
that the Secretary of State be in- 
formed that we will not inKiue a 
war, but if we are attacked iM 
terrorists or the Syrians wx 
launch a counter-attack.

NEW YORK. - The Conference ol 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations on Saturday 
voic^ its "profound dismay and 
disappointment" BtlheU,S. suspen- 
sion of Us strategic agreement with 
Israel and criticized America's 
Security Council vote last week, 
arguing that "Syria should not be 
rewarded by the United Nations or 
the United States for its behaviour." 

Conference chairman Howard 
Squadron told a press conference 
"There is no reason to criticize, to 
condemn or to punish Israel for 
reacting without violence lo Syria's 
unremitting intransigence, hostility 
and threats." 

Referring to last week's Security 
Council vote. Squadron said he 
"cannot understand why the U.S. 
finds itself obliged to join the anti- 
Israeli lynch mob in the UN." 

The presidents' conference 
refrained both in a letter it sent to 
President Ronald Reagan Saturday 
and in Squadron's statement, to ex- 
press support for Israel's decision lo 
extend its law lo the Golan Heighls, 
reflecting what many here regard as 
a lack of enthusiasm in the 
Amcrican-Jewish establishment 
both for the Israeli move itself and 
for its timing. 
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Treasury downplays American decision 


The American suspension ol 
programmes intended to boo.si 
Israel's defence-related industries 
will not immediately harm Israel's 
economy, Prof. Ezra Sadun. 
director-general of the Treasury, 
said at the weekend. 

Sadan stressed that the ban ap- 
plied only to proposals that hud not 
yet been implemented. He was 
referring in particular lo the clause 
in the strategic cooperation agree- 
ment according to which third 
countries would spend in Israel the 
militn^ aid funds they receive from 
the U.S. Sadnn said that no equip- 
ment has yet been purchased under 
this arrangement, and he foresaw no 
short-term industrial damage, such 
as unemployment, as a result of the 
ban.

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
visited the Heighls I'ist week, dis- 
cussing regional defence with sci- 
tlers. 

The reason for the low 
prohahility uf eonfliei prediclcii by 
Ihc analysts is primarily Syria's 
weak position in the Arab wiirld. 
The war between Iraq and Iran has 
isolated Syria and Libya from the 
rest of the confrontnlion stales. 
President Hafez Assad's iiilcrtiul 
political problems, as illustrated by 
the recent spate of bombings in the 
country, does not add to his ability 
lo conduct war. even though an ex- 
ternal conflict us a means of uniting 
his country could prove beneficial 
to him in the .short run. 

If a rull-scnle war were to break 
out now', however. Assad would he 
threatened on more than one tnmi. 
The situation in Lebanon, where he 
has 30,000 troops bogged down, 
could deteriorate with the Chris- 


tians taking advantage of the situa- 
tion to secure gdins for themselves; 
the same could apply to his Moslem 
fundamentalist 'internal enemies 
whose main goal is to overthrow As- 
sad. und not to defeat Israel. 

Assad will also have to look over 
his shoulder at Iraq, since President 
Siiddani Hussein's haired for Assad 
has only increased Syria's support 
for Iran, with which Iraq is ta war.

Mass protest in Tel Aviv Aguda scolded

TEL AVIV. — Some IO,0(X) people 
dcmonslraied here Saturday even- 
ing against the Golan Law and cal- 
led for "Zionism without annex- 
ation." The protest was organized 
by ihe lefUst Mupam and Us Kib- 
butz Arizi movement. 

Many of the demonstrators at 
Kikar Malchei Yisrael carried 
posters reading "Fascism will not 
pass," "No lo annexation," 
"Beware: dictatorship is on the 
way,” and " Arik, we’re not in South 
America.” 

Mapam secretary Victor Shemtoy 
opened the demonstration, saying it 
expressed the cry of thousands of 
Israelis against the "dangerous" 
situation created by the Goian Law. 
'The prime minister’s theatrical 
sets create an atmosphere of intox- 


ication and self-admiration, of con- 
tempt for International bodies," he 
said. 

He warned that the new law 
would threaten the chances of 
holding peace negotiations with 
Jordan, Syria and the Palestinian 
people. 

A representative of Kibbutz 
Geshur on the Golan said the settle- 
ments there (eel no safer now that 
the law has been passed, and that 
Golan residents would be able to 
sleep In peace only when a pence 
treaty is signed with Syria. 

MK Mohammed Waiad said that 
despite Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's "provocation"' the Arab 
public believes in peace and in 
Israel's right lo exist. "Arik Sharon 
and Menachem Begin speak in the 
. same radical way as Syrian leader 
. Assad does," he said. 


TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin is expected lo 
take the four-man Agudut Yisruel 
ruction, a coalition partner, to tusk 
for il.s ub.slenlion from Ihe Golun 
vote last week.

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Yamit pay-out impasse

TEL AVIV. — Compensation talks 
between the government and Yamit 
residents were deadlocked again 
Thursday after the settlers' action' 
committee refused to meet with 
Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich. 

Yamit is the Northern Sinai 
coastal town, established a few 
years ago by Israeli settlers. Under 
terms of the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty, Yamit must be handed over 
to the Egyptians by next April. In 
recent months, the settlers — es- 
pecially local iHisinessmen — have 
been engaged in a dispute with the 
Israeli government over the amount 
of compensation they will be given 
for evacuating their establishments. 

The Yamit action committee 
failed to show up for Thursday's 
meeting with Ehrlich In Tel Aviv, 
citing the lock of an ‘'official in- 
vitation'* as the reason for not 
renewing -the compensation talks. 

> “If anyone can knock some sense 
into the settlers' heads, they sliould 
explain to them they are wasting 
precious time," a source close to 
Ehrlich said. "They will also be sur- 
prised to find out how generous he 
(Ehrlich) plans to be with regard to 


their demands." 

Ehrlich heads a three-minister 
committee charged by the govern- 
ment with reaching a compensation 
settlement with the residents. 

There do not seem to be any new 
negotiations in the ofTing and !sel- 
tiers are saying th^t they have 
nothing more to discuss with the 
government, 

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
had gone to Yamit on Monday, to 
inform the settlers that the cabinet, 
the day before, had rejected their 
demands for increased compensa- 
tion. 

He implored the Yamit action 
committee to meet with Ehrlich and 
the two other members of the 
ministerial negotiation committee. 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
and Housing Minister David Levy. 

Aridor noted in the cabinet that 
1S4 billion have already been paid 
out or promised to Yamit settlers. 
That is four times the sum allocated 
for slum clearance and four limes 
the budget of the Foreign Ministry. 

On Friday, a Beersheba 
magistrate issued a remand order 
against eight Yamit settlers 
suspected of selling fire on 
December 2 to government offices. 


Most Israelis against Wagner music

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Arabs welcome 
U.S. support 
at the UN

UNITED NATIONS. — Arab 
diplomats last week welcomed 
America's vote 'in the Security 
Council on Thursday condemning 
Israel for the Golan Law, and the 
U.S. suspension on Friday of the 
strategic cooperation accord. 

Referring to the suspension of the 
accord, Ambassador Clovis 
Maksoud, UN observer for the 
Arab League said: "We welcome 
this as a signal f^rom the U.S. to 
Israel, but we do not think it is ade- 
quate enough to generate pressure 
to deter Israel from its.. .expan- 
sionism." 

However, the true test of “U.S. 
determination to translate its dis- 
pleasure" into concrete action, 
Maksoud said, would be il 
Washington supported Security 
Council sanctions in the event that 
Israel fails, as expected, to rescind 
the extension of Israeli law to the 
Golan Heights. 

On Thursday night, the U.S. 
Joined the other 14 members of the 
Security Council in a unanimous 
vole in favour of a Syrian-sponsored 
resolution which declared the 
Israeli move "null and void'' and 
demanded that Israel rescind it 
"forthwith." The council will 
reconvene on January S to consider 
sanctions against Israel if the law is 
not annulled. 

Syria lust week also called for an 
emergency meeting of Arab League 
foreign and defence ministers to 
consider measures auinsi Israel's 
legislation on the Golan. 

A terse statement released in 
Damascus called on the Arab 
League to summon the ministers to 
its Tunis headquarters to discuss 
Israel's "grave aggression" again.si 
Syria. No dale for the meeting was 
announced.

Controversial appointee 
won’t take defence job

But the 
military tension in the North and 
the political situation will apparent- 
ly leave plenty of hotel roums empty 
in Jeru.salcm, which is the usual 
base for Christmas pilgrims to the 
Holy Land. 

Bethlehem's Christian cimracicr 
has been steadily slipping over the 
years. Emigration of Christians, 
mostly to South and North 
America, has decreased their 
pcrcenUigc among the town's 30, (XX) 
residents from 60 per cent in 197.S. 
when a census was taken, to about 
S) per cent today. 


Many of the new settlers arc Dc- 
duin of the Ta'amra tribe which has 
long roamed the Judean Desert to 
the east. Bethlehem also contains 
14,000 Palestinian refugees. All are 
Moslem, and except for a small 
nurhber who own shops downtown, 
they are barred from voting in 
municipal elections because they 
are not taxpayers. 

. Unlike the sternly fundamenlulisi 
Islamic town of Hebron. 30 
kilometres to the south, which has 
no bars or cinemas, Bethlehem has 
50 bar's and three cinemas. Some 
Hebrorjiles come up to Bethlehem 
to frequent an elite Bethlehem 
social club where they can enjoy 
mixed, swimming and mixed drinks. 

This liberalism is matched by a 
political moderation cpitomi/cU by 
Treij, a short, unprop(issvs.sing 
husiricssman who has won wide 
re.spcct as a sagacioux, lum- 
doginatic leader.

Israelis becoming 
‘people of the box’

The "people of the book" may be 
a disappearing species, according to 
n survey of the country's reading 
habits conducted two months ago 
by the Van Leer Institute in 
Jerusalem. 

Almost none ^qf the population 
spends more time reading than 
watching television and listening to 
the radio, the survey found, and 
about 60 per cent of all Israelis 
cither read no books. at all (35 per 
cent), or very little (24 per ccm). 

The average Israeli spends over 
(wo hours a day in front of a TV or 
radio. while only 8.1 percent ofthe 
population devotes that much time 
to book.s. ' 

Only among (he highcr-cdacalcd 
sector of Ihc population dues the 
time spent reading — 1 14 minuie.s :i 
day — upproacli the TV and radio 
lime — I IK minutes. Ami ol this 
reading, nearly half is newspapci.s. 
Israelis with only elementary educa- 
tion, ill contrast, spend 15.3 miiuiics 
a day with the TV and radio, ci^m- 
pared to only 58 niimites reading, ol' 
which 35 minutes arc devoted to 
newspapers. 

There is no significaiu difference 
between different income-level 
group.s. hut Israelis ol I'uropean- 
Aincrican origin read con.sidcrahl> 
more than those ol' -\sian-Alrican 
origin.

Archeologists fear ‘bones bill’

Israel's archeological community 
decided lust week to climb out of 
the excavation pits and wHgc 
potiiicat battle to head off a 
proposed archeological bill that 
"would return us to the Middle 
Ages." 

Some 100 archeologists from 
around the country decided at a 
meeting in the Israel Museum to es- 
tablish a committee that would ac- 
tively lobby Knesset members 
against a bill being prepared by 
Agudal Yisrael that would hall any 
e.xcRvaiions where bones are dis- 
covered.

Hush debate on Falasha

The Jewish Agency Executive 
lust week held u.rure closed session 
to discuss the conditions of Falasha 
Jews In Ethiopia.

after the meeting. "We don't op- 
pose a- public struggle to open the 
gales of Ethiopia, " he added, even 
though Israeli leaders have counsel- 
led quiet diplomacy up lo now.

were Arabs and not Jews. 

Humanities dean Prof. Ychoshua 
Ben-Arieh said that wealthy 
philanthropists — most of them 
Sephardim — were appalled by the 
miserable conditions under which 
the first Yemenites lived, in tents, 
caves and dank basements. They 
built the first Yemenite quarter near 
Silwan, outside the walls of 
Jerusalem's Old City. After a few' 
years, the iinmigrani.s thcmselvea 
formed soeiclie.s to buy land und 
build hoine.s, some of which .still

THE GOLAN SURPRISE: HOW IT HAPPENED AND HOW IT WAS RECEIVED 


The decision to apply Israel law to the 
Colan Heights — captured from Syria In 
the 1967 war — look (he country and the 
world by surprise last week. 

The cabinet, under Prime Minister 
Mcnachem Begin's energetic urging, took 
the decision at midday, and by midnight a 
bill announcing the Immediate application 
of 'Israeli law, jurisdiction and ad- 
ministration'* to the Golan Heights had 
been steamrollered tliroiigh all three 


readings in the Knesset and become law. 
Tile bill split the Labour Alignment. After a 
lengthy and raucous faction meeting, the 
Alignment decided to "boycott" the 
Knesset proceedings as a protest against 
their unprecedented haste. But in the event, 
eight Labour pro-annexatlonists defied the 
faction’s decision and joined with all the 
coalition factions, save Agudat YIsrael, to 
vote for the bill. Aguda abstained'. 

Begin, discharged from hospital only on the 


morning of the vote, had himself wheeled 
into the Knesset in a wheelchair and in- 
troduced the bill from the chair, seated at 
the cabinet table. He cited Syrian President 
Hafez Assad’s assertion that Syria would 
never recognize Israel as a main reason for 
proposing the apparent annexation measure 
at tills time. At the cabinet earlier he repor- 
tedly also spoke of international preoccupa- 
tion with the Polish crisis as a reason for his 
choice of time for introducing the measure. 


In angry and surprised reactions, the U5. 
and Egypt both branded the Israeli moveai 
a violation of Security Council Resolution 
242 — and therefore of the Camp David 
framework. The ILN. Security Council was 
called into session at the request of Syria. 
Some observers saw the premier’s move -1 
which surprised even senior ministers ~ as 
intended to "test" Egypt’s President Hosni 
Mubarak before Israel withdraws from (he 
remainder of Sinai next April. 


Bill rushed through hesitant cabinet

Nut a single cabinet minister liad 
any idea of whal was in Prime 
Minister Begin's mind before iic 
siimmoiicd Foreign Minister 
Yil^huk Shamir and Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon to his bedside 
ut 8.30 II. in. in Hadassuh Hospital 
last Monday morning. 

Although most ministers believed 
that paragraph II of the coalition 
platform about the Golan Heights 
was in that document merely ns a 
matter of lip-service, they found 
nothing to say to Begin when he 
loid (hem (hat it w'as now time to 
implement the paragraph. 

Energy Minister Yil^thak Berman 
was the only minister to speak out 
openly against Bogin's proposal 
when the full cabinet discussed it 
some hours later, after Mr. Bogin's 
release from hospital, where he had 
been recovering from ti fruclurcd 
hip joint. Berman argued that it hud 
been conceived in Im&to and more 
time wa;. needed to study it. 

Of the five or si.v ministers w'ho 
spoke in the short cabinet session, 
none described (he Golan Inw 
proposni enthusiastically. 

Sharon said that any security 
problems likely to emerge in the woke 
of the law could easily be taken care 
of. Begin had asked him to prepare 
security measures prior to the passing 
of the law. 

Shamir said that he w'rs ulready 
issuing instructions to diploinatic 
missions abroad on how the legisla- 
tion was (o be explained. 

Ministers told The Jerusalem Past 
(hat Begin presented his proposal 
with more vigour and emphasis than 
hehndshown in cabinet sessions for 
the past few months. 

Begin said that there would ob- 
viously be international opposition 


to the law, but he was equally sure 
that the nation would rally round 
nnd withstand whatever pressures, if 
nny, that the world might exert. 

He said that the U.S. would be 
compelled to criticize the Golan 
Law in international forums, and 
that it might even lend itssuppori ul 
the UN to resolutions condemning 
Israel's move. But Israel would be 
prepared for such an eventuality. 
Begin said. 

Begin hinted (hat there was no 
reason lo shrink from confronting 
the U.S. on the Golan issue in view 
of the painful blow that the U.S. had 
dealt Israel over the AWACS sale to 
Saudi Arabia. Israel had an account 
to settle with the U.S. over the sale, 
he indicated, and this was one way 
of asserting Israel's independent 
polUiciil position. 

Explaining the timing of his 
proposal, Begin reportedly referred to 
the Polish crisis now preoccupying the 
great powers. He also mentioned U.S. 
mediator Philip Habib's repeated 
failure lo negotiate the removal of the 
Syrian anti-aircraft missiles deployed 
In eastern Lebanon. 

The development which had es- 
pecinlly spurred him to make the 
move at this time, Begin said, was

the statement by Syrian President 
Hafez Assad that Syria would not 
recognize Israel fora 100 years even 
if the Palestine Liberation 
Organization were to recognize 
Israel. 

Assad said that Syria was ready to 
wait nnd bide its time until Israel 
was weakened militarily. 

Begin therefore decided, ap- 
parently, that since there is no point 
in waiting for Syria, which refused 
to countenance recognition, let 
alone peace, Israel need not feel in- 
hibited about annexing Syrian ter- 
ritory. 

At 10 a.m. Deputy Prime 
Minister Simeha Ehrlich, Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim, Minister 
without Portfolio Ya'acov Meridor, 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak, 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
Education Minister Zevulun Hum- 
mer and Minister without Portfolio 
Yiuhuk Modii'i were also culled to 
Begin's hospital bedside. These 
seven plus the trio who met in the 
8. JO ii,m, cnnsiillulinn, con>liiiiii,' ,in 
unorficinl cabinet security comniii- 
tee. 

After (he lOn.m, meeting, Begin 
was whisked home in time to meet 
the full cabinet at noon and get its 
unanimous approval to place the 
necessary legislation before the 
Knesset. 

Ministers who were unhappy 
about the move told The Post Inter 
that the manner in which Begin had 
prepared for the decision, in three 
separate meetings with groups of 
ministers, each with a larger 
number of participants, made the 
final unanimous vote a foregone 
conclusion. They said their reserva- 
tions were not sufficiently strong to 
persuade them to defy Begin and to 
turn their backs on the coalition 
platform commitment. 


Then a confused Knesset approves

After almost six hours of hectic 
purliamentary activity, the Knesset, 
in a vole of 63-21, passed 
in its third and finai reading, the 
Golaii Heights Bill, imposing Isrueli 
law on the Golan. 

The bill was supported by the 
coalition fnclions, minus Agudat 
Yisruel {which did not vote), Tehiyn 
tind eight .Alignment-Labour hawks. 

It WRS opposed by the (Com- 
munist) Democratic Front, Shinui, 
Telem, nnd 13 Alignment doves — 
seven of them from the Labour wing 
and six from Mapam. 

The Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee revLsed the wording ol 
the original Paragraph 3, detailing 
(he authority of the minister of in- 
terior to promulgate regulalionsand 
requiring him to consult with the 
justice minister. 


The Knesset defeated a minority 
amendment by Amnqn Rubinstein 
\Shinut) which would have added a 
fourth paragraph lo the bill as fol- 
lows: “Nothing in this law shall 
preclude Israel from entering peace 
negotiations with Syria when the 
latter expresses its readiness to 
recognize Israel and lo live with it in 
peace." 

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
said from his place; “That's self- 
evident. The moment Syria is ready 
lo negotiate a peace agreement, 
wc'll be ready." 

Begin said in his reply that the 
U.S. had not been consulted in con- 
nection with the bill. If they had 
been. Begin said, he had no doubt 
that their reply would have been 
total opposition. 

Sitting in a wheelchair at the 
cabinet tabic in the Knesset 
chamber. Begin asked' 


the House to approve the cabinet's 
unanimous decision of a few hours 
earlier to apply Israel law to the 
Golan Heights. 

The delivery of the prime 
minister's speech from his place and 
not from the rostrum was not the 
only extraordinary aspect of the ses- 
sion. 

The other was the absence of the 
49-member Alignment faction, who 
were debating elsewhere in the 
building whether to boycott the ses- 
sion and/or the vote lo protest the 
undue haste with which the bill had 
been presented to the Knesset. 

On the first readmg, the bill pas- 
sed 60-17 nnd 17 Alignment 
members violated the faction's deci- 
sion not to take part in the vole, 
with seven of them voting for the 
bill and 10 voting against it.

Jews joyful, Druse 
glum at Golan act

KIRYAT SHMONA. — News of 
the Golan law took northern Israel 
by surprise. Jewish settlers and 
Druse alike were stunned. But 
amazement gave way to rejoicing 
among Golan settlers, with some 
Druse villagers sharing the hap- 
piness and others shrugging off the 
law as something that would not 
change their opposition to ac- 
cepting Israeli citizenship. 

Even Alignment-arniiatcd settle- 
ments on the Golan, including those 
belonging to Mapam's Kibbutz 
Artzi movement, greeted the news 
with satisfaction. But they were un- 
animous in condemning the manner 
in which it was put to the Knesset, 
castigating the government's action 
us "undemocratic." 

When the news reached Kul/rin, 
lliu Israeh-huill urban centre of the 
Cohin, people there invited each 
oiher for Jrinks iimi plans acre im- 
niediiiiely made for the evening's 
festivities. 

The chairman of the town's local 
council, Sami Bar-Lev, greeted the 
news with disbelief. "I've had no 
word of It, 1 don't believe it," hu 
said.

(urcus (0 be handed over to Egypt 
under the peace treaty). 

Reuven Yu'ari, a veteran Kat/rin 
resident, said, "We've been waiting 
four and a half years for this — ever 
since we came here." 

The Golan Heights has a popula- 
tion of some I3,.’'00 Druse who live 
in four large villages. There are 900 
Alawi Moslems, and some 7,000 
Israeli scllicrs in 31 setllemenls 
established since 1967. 

Some Druse greeted the law as 
one that relieves them of religious 
pressures and permits them lo 
become Israeli citizens. 

But one young Druse told The' 
Jerusalem fist. "1 am a Druse by 
religion, and Arab by nationality. 
Syria is my homeland and 1 prefer to 
remain Syrian.** Another claimed 
that the law had destroyed any 
chance of making peace with Syria. 

Shakib Abu Salah, a member of 
the pro-lsrael Druse, claimed: "An- 
nexation will increase the unity of 
the Druse community and weaken 
the prestige and political status of 
the pro-Syrian group." 

"We have to bring up our 
children lo know that this is their 
permanent home," Shimon Sheves, 
chairman of the Israeli Golan 
Heights settlement committee, said. 

Residents of kibbutzim and 
moshavim along the northern 
border said they feared an escala- 
tion of terrorist activity from 
Lebanon.

Withdrawal from Sinai movem

Egyptian President Ho.sni

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
sources said last week that “very 
stiff measures" are being con- 
sidered against the Alignment MKs 
who defied their Knesset faction 
I decision to boycott the Knessel 
debate and participated in the vote 
on the Qolan Law. 

“This time there will be no 
pointless, lengthy debates, soul-> 
searching and the like. We intend to 
take drastic, unequivocal action to 
prevent a split in the faction," The 
Jerusalem Post was told. 

The proposals for punitive 
measures against the rebel MKs — 
— those who voted for the 
government-sponsored Golan bill 
and those who oppose it — will be 
presented to the Alignment faction 
this week. And Mapam's threats to 
bolt the Alignment if Labour does 
not rein its hawks are also expected 
to come upTor discussion this week. 

Ldbour Chairman Shimon Peres 
told Israel Radio the time has come 
to “take measures against those 
who violate faction discipline, if we 
wish a faction to exist." 

Peres said that he personally 
considers the Golan to be a part gt 
Eretz Yisrael, but that the argument 
centres on world opinion. It would 
simply be wiser to say that “we are 
prepared for a territorial com- 
promise, even if it's only one sq uare 
centimetre." 

He added that he does notbelieve 
Israeli law should be extended to all 
of the West Bank but to parts of it. 
However, this should only follow 
peace negotiations with Jordan. 

Mapam leader Victor Shemlov 
warned that ■ "a process of dis- 
imegraiion is now Jisccrnibli! in 
Labour und if it is not quickly checked, 
it may well result in (he disbanding 
of the Alignment." 

Some Labour Party members in 
the Golan Heights and Galilee 
announced that they are leav- 
ing the party because its MKs 
did not vote in favour of the law. 
Meir Vaish, secretary of the parly's 
branch in Kalzrin, said that (he 
parly had been short-sighted in slay- 
ing away from the vote. 

Most Alignment MKs abstained 
in the vote on ihe first reading, in 
line with n faction decision passed 
by 31 votes against eight, in a 
wrangle lusting nearly six hours. But

Voting with the coalition were 
Avraham Kntz-Oz, Danny Rosolio 
and Ya’acov Tsur (all kibbutz 
members), Shoshana Arbeli, Jac- 
ques Amir, Tamar Eshel und 
Ra'aium Na’im. YosefSarid and U/i 
Baram voted against the bill. 

Alignment members of the 
Foreign Affairs qnd Defence Com- 
tniilce boycotted the two-hour ses- 
sion called lo prepare the bill on the 
second reading.

Begin said the Syrian siaiemciii 
offered a golden opportunity lo 
table n law for which there was 
already u national consensus, in his 
view. 

Begin said that the luw would at- 
tract a favourable public opinion in 
the U.S. because Syria bucked 
Libya in Colonel Gaddafi's confron- 


tation with America. 

Shahal said that he had phoned 
party chairman Shimon Pcr« 
who was still in the U.S., and Peru 
urged the Alignment not to 
cooperate on a rush debate in one 
day. 

Shahal said that Begin wanted the 
Alignment's reaction before the 
House Committee met at 3.30 p.m 
This threw the faction into a con- 
motion, with shouts that the Align- 
ment need pay no attention to 
schedules laid down by the Likud.' 

Gad Ya'acobi set the dominani 
trend by saying that the Golan in- 
itiative involved such a crucial 
national issue that the Alignment 
must not allow itself to be 
railroaded. 

“This is cynical exploitation d 
technical parliamentary procedures 
to enforce an anti-democratic dic- 
tatorship of the majority," Ya'acobi 
said.

Sarid said it lei) hin 
no choice but to vote against the 
bill. 

Mordechai Gur predicted that 
the Golan issue would “shatter the 
party into as many splinters as a 
Pyrex dish. We are being asked la 
give legitimation to the madness of 
Arik Sharon. Arik wants war wlh 
the Syrians, ut no matter what cosi. 
The government seeks a flare-up in 
the north to distract uuention from 
the Yamit troubles and the presence 
of Syrian missiles in Lebanon.” 

Chaim Herzog warned that 
law would threaten Israel's inter- 
nulionnl position. “The Soviet 
Union will now be able to gel 
Poland of] ihu UN agenda and pul 
Israel on. Assad will be able to gel 
rid of the UNDOF conlingenis on 
(lie Golun and mend his fences wih 
the FLO." 

Danny Rosolio argued that con- 
sultations with legal experts showed 
lltHl the law did not amount to aft- 
iiuxation. 

Katz-Oz insisted, “If there hone 
reason fur my membership in this 
Ktics.su(, it is lo push ihrough 
lugishilion concerning the Golan 
Huighls. This is the day I have been 
working for." 

All of Mapam’s MKs voted 
agninst the bill. 


Court rejects bail for suspected terrorist 


TEL AVIV (Uim). — Ziad Abu 
Elan, the alleged terrorist e.xlradiled 
from the U.S. on charges of murder 
and causing bodily injury, has been 
ordered held until the end of trial by 
the Tel Aviv District Court. 

The 22-year-old resident of El- 
Bireh, on the West Bank was 
charged two years ago in the May 
14, 1979, Tiberias bombing which 
left two persons dead and 36 
wounded. The evidence against him 
consists of a confession by an ac- 
complice to the act, caught after 
Abu Eian fled the cduniry. The ex- 
tradition came after a long, drawn- 
out legal battle in the U.S. during 
which the defendant's lawyers 
argued that his alleged crime was 
political, and therefore not n basis 
for extradition. 

Defence attorney Fuad Shahada 
on Thursday asked for Abu Elan's 
release on bail, but the court said it 
could not do so when such a serious 
charge is involved. 

At the UN. meanwhile, the 
General Assembly, over vigorous 
American objections, adopted a 


resolution lust week that “.strongly 
deplores" the U.S.'s extradition of 
Abu Eian to Israel. 

The vote was 75-21, with three 
NATO members — France, Greece 
and Turkey — among 43 abstainers. 
Other members of the alliance 
joined the U.S. and Israel in voting 
against the resolution. 

Abu Eian's extradition led to'dis- 
turbances in several parts of the 
West Bank last week.

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Violent clashes mark 
NRP ‘showdown’ meet

TEL AVIV. ^ National Religious 
Party leaders on Thursday brawled 
at a meeting here. A showdown 
that was supposed lo take place in 
the afternoon between Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer, over the 
question of primacy in the parly, 
never took place. 

The 270 members of the NRP ex- 
ecutive arrived at B'nai B'rith 
House for the crucial session in 
which Hammer was expected to 
challenge Burg for control of the 
politically vital Religious Affairs 
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portfolio. The atmosphere was 
charged with tension and a fight 
broke our when the strongman of 
Burg’s Lamifne faction, Raphael 
Ben-Natan, posted guards to pre- 
vent the entry of members of the 
breakaway Tami parly. 

The members whose entry was 
barred were all Hammer supporters 
and all carried valid membership 
cards. 

Before long a free-for-all ensued, 
accompanied by much shouted 
abuse. At one point the police ap- 
peared, but left when no one could 
determine who had alerted them. 

During the melee, however, 
members of the Kibbutz Hudaii 
movement continued (heir media- 
tion attempts of the previous days. 
They stressed that if no accommoda- 
tion between the sides was found, 
the parly would be as good a.s split, 
because the violent clashes made it 
impossible for the executive session 
to get under woy. 

Hammer told the executive; “The 
way this struggle is being waged 
does not augur well for the party in 
the coming fortnight. We arc sink- 
ing lower with every passing week 
mid in (his way we will not bring 
hack those who deserted this party, 
nor keep the support we now have." 


Gaza Strip strike ends after 16 days

Justifying the government's deci- 
sion, Begin recalled the Syrian posi- 
tion at the recent Arab summit con- 
ference at Fez. 

There, Begin recalled, Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul-Halim 
Khaddam, in rejecting Prince 
Fahd’s plan i^or the Middle East, 
had come out against the submis- 


sion of any kind of plan by the 
Arabs. They should rather “wait a 
100 years or more, until Israel will 
be weakened, and then we will act." 

And later. Syrian President 
Hafez Assad had confirmed Khad- 
dam's statement, Begin said, 
quoting from the Kuwaiti news- 
paper, Ar-Rai al-Aam: 

At the beginning of his l7-minute 
speech, Begin read out the three 
paragraphs of the Golan Heights 
Bill: . 

1. “The law, jurisdiction and ad- 
ministration of the state shall apply 
to the Golan Heights, as described 
in the appendix. 

2. “This law shall become valid 
on the day of Us passage in the 
Knesset. 

3. 'The minister of interior shall 
be charged with the implementation 
of this law, and he may promulgate 
regulations for its implementation.’’ 

Begin noted that for many 
generations the Golan Heights were 
an integral part of the Land of 
Israel. It was only the arbitrary deci- 
sion of two colonialist powers after 
World War I which excluded the 
area from Palestine 

The opening of the session was 
delayed from 4 p.m. to 5:20 to allow 
the bill to be printed and dis- 
Iribuled. 

The House Committee freed the 
bill from the required two-day 
waiting period between tabling the 
first reading, and the one-day 
wmting period between first and se- 
cond readings.

A good law, but 
handled badly 

Gideon Hausner argues that Syrian belligerence 
justifies Israel’s adoption of the Golan l^w. He is 
critical however of the way the law was passed 
by the Knesset.

THE WAY in which the Golan 
Heights Law was rushed through 
the political and the legislative 
machines is both disgraceful and 
harmful- 

Even given that the issue as such 
is not new, since It is controversial 
(unlike the Unincation of Jerusalem 
Law of 1967), the Knesset, the par- 
ties and the press should have been 
given R chance lo deliberate the text 
and the timing of the measure, 
which is a matter of such great im- 
portance. 

The governmenfs hasty action, 
which prevented this process, made 
a mockery of the parliamentary 
system. Instead of inviting on ex- 
change of ideas, the machinery was 
pul into such a high gear that even 
the docile and ever-loval Aauda 
members rebelled against the bull- 
dozer technique. 

There was no need for this 
dramatic action. The law would 
have gained, not lost, support in the 
Knesset if the normni week or two 
of parliamentary debate had been 
allowed, instead of six hours. 

Some assume that the inter- 
national circumstances were 
propitious for the initiative at the 
time. But these events are not likely 
to disappear overnight. If they do, it 
would still have been much better lo 
have risked a measure of inter- 
national censure — which in any 
event is unavoidable — rather than 
further denigrating the Knesset. 

Moreover, the adoption of such 
procedure indicates that Israel is 
not really as impervious lo outside 
pressures as the government would 
suggest. Indeed, the hasty action 
suggests that h normal proce.ss 
might have been disrupted — or 
even halted — by American in- 
tervention. This lesson may cause u.s 
real dliFTiciiUics in other mutters that 
are pending. 

The amendment suggested by 
Amnon Rubinstein, MK. to the el- 
feet that the law would not afreet 
future efforts lo reach a peace 
agreement with Syria, though 
perhaps weakening the law, would 
have taken away some of its sling. 
Unfortunately, even this amend- 
nicnt was denied. 

While the government wns thus 
wrong in abusing the Knesset, it wiis 
right on the law itself. 

The security of our settlements in 
the Jordan Valley is predicated on 
the control of the Heights. We did 


not annex the area immediately 
after the Six Day War because we 
hoped that if peace with Syria 
materialized, we would have 
something to give to Syria in ex- 
chunge. 

With the settling of the Gdan 
Heights, that "something'' shrank in 
size. Yet it continued to exist, even 
after Kuneitm was given back after 
the Yom Kippur War. Now, with 
Assad's back turned firmly to 
peace, there is nothing more to wait 
for. 

The U.S. cun afford to be patient 


in the face of Iranian provocaliun. 
its patience does not seriously pre- 
judice its position as a superpow er. 
By virtually not reacting to acts of 
hostility by Iran, the U.S, did not 
have to reckon with a terrorist reac- 
tion by a part of its own population 
because it has no such disloyal 
citizens. Israel does — in Israel 
proper and in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza. 

The U.S. does not have 
neighbours who are waiting lor » 
moment of weakness in order to at- 
tack it. Israel does have enemies on 


its borders who ore just waiting for 
an opportunity to jump at its 
jugular. Indeed, the Syrian foreign 
minister has said that Syria will wail 
for this, even if it has to wait for a 
hundred years. 

It is a comparatively modest 
statement. Some Arab dignitaries 
had earlier maintained that even if 
Israel lasted as long as the 
Crusaders' Kingdom ^ two 
hundred years — they would still 
not make pence with the Jewish 
slate. 

All these statements are intended 
to strengthen the PLO in disrupting 
by terror the ongoing peace process 
with Egypt, if Israel does not react 
to these dangerous moves, as ii 
chess player reacts to the moves ol 
his opponent, the whole process will 
eventually bog down. It will be as- 
sumed that Israel has no counter- 
moves at ail. 

The Arabs stales must realize that 
they stand to lose by their intran- 
sigence. 

It was bad enough at the Fez sum- 
mit where Arab rulers preferred a 
shameful breach even to the accep- 
tance of the vague Saudi peace for- 
mula. Assad's declaration of "eter- 
nal war" demanded a reaction. 

It is maintained that the Bu'aih 
regime in Syria will not last forever. 
Of course it will not. But what other 
political forces are emerging in 
Syria? Assad's opposition lies in the 
Moslem Brotherhood, which op- 
poses him not on his policy towards 
Israel but on internal issues. The 
Moslem Brotherhood is not leaning 
towards peace any more than is As- 
sad. 

THERE ARE two further Arab fac- 
tors to be considered — Egypt and 
Jordan. Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak i.s now groping his vsay 
bttck towat;d« the Arab family. 
Perhaps it i.i wise lo place the dilciu- 
niH before him now: peace with 
Israel or "Arab unity." 

Egypt is angry, but its anger ac- 
tually stems from its frustration at 
not being able to bring more Arab 
countries to the negotiating table. 
I.srael, however, is not lo blame fur 
their irrational behaviour. 

Then there is Jordan which con- 
tinues to sit on the fence, pretending it 
has all the lime in the world lo make 
up its mind. Jordan is behaving as it 
it cun claim, at will, a title to Judea 
and Samaria. Populated areas. 


however, are not objecu that bt 
pawned for a lime and then 
recovered on presentation of a 
ticket of unlimited velktUy. 

The signal to Jordan provided b» 
the Golan Heights Law is that Israel 
will not wait forever. The messaMk 
particularly timely, with Ibe 
autonomy negotiations now 
resumed and the future of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza being decided 
King Hussein, too, must decide 
where he is heading. 

finally, consideration must be 
given lo (he international scene and 
lo public opinion in the U.S. 

Israel owes no apology lo the UN. 
which has tolerated countless acts 
of aggression in the world generally 
and against Israel particularly. 
Israel has. by and large, exercis^ 
restraint in its treatment of the pop- 
ulation in the administered areas. 
Nor has Israel barred the way ol 
these inhabitants to the High Com 
of Justice, though this could easily 
have been done by raising br 
arguable objection. The attorney- 
general, however, did not do so. 
And the High Court Justice, for 
its part, has scrupulously oteers’ed 
the legal rights of (he population of 
the territories. 

Israel has acted in such a way 
because it respects law, not to curry 
favour with the UN. But if :dl the 
recognition we ever get there con- 
sists of repeated resolutions of con- 
demnation :uid of blame, there is Ik- 
lie lo expect from this august body. 
liUttcad of stygmaiizing aggressors, 
the UN keeps rebuking the victims 
in an ever-rising crescendo. 

To the U.S. public, we owe ibc 
cxplanution that the Golan 
Heights is b:Lsicall> a security mat- 
ter. .Mmosl all U S. visitors, 'ii- 
eluding president.s secretaries o> 
slate. seiMturs and members of the 
House of Representative, when 
visiting (he Golan Heights, have 
openly conceded that Israel cm 
never give It up.

Our military and ad- 
ministrative control was unchal- 
lenged. The Israeli-Syrian dis- 
engagement agreement of June 
I97.S interposed an internaiional 
force between the armies of the (wo 
parties, ensuring a total absence ol 
military threat. No external power 
prevented the Israeli Government 
from developing existing setlle- 
menis or establishing new ones. 

We were in entire possession ol 
the field. Resolution 242 legitimized 
Israel's control pending the conclu- 
sion of (I peace treaty which would 
determine the location of secure 
boundaries. Nobody in (he world 
was urging any change to our detri- 
ment. The Golan was not even nn is- 
sue of active international conten- 
tion. 

Israeli residents were free to pur- 
sue their own consolidation without 
putting any burden on Israel's 
strained international relations. To 
leave well alone seemed lo be the 
dictate not merely of wisdom but of 
sheer sanity. 

There were other circumstances 
pointing in the same direction with 


compelling force. The adminislni- 
lion of Hosni Mubarak in Egypt 
gives every sign of persisting with 
Sadat's peace policy. The Camp 
David process had no immediate 
rival. The Venice Declaration and 
(he Saudi "peace plan" W'ere in 
eclipse. There were signs of 
recuperation in Israel's relations 
with France. And but for irresponsi- 
ble publicity designed to exalt the 
defence minister, there would be 
early prospect of a modest opening 
to Africa. 

Any governmeitt capable of 
rational Judgment would have been 
interested in a period of consolida- 
tion. It was clear that nothing would 
be lost by maintaining the status quo 
— and nothing gained by changing 
it. 

Today, (he situation is trans- 
formed. The area is tense and 
bristling with military expectancy. 
The Golan has ceased to l» a region 


of normality and stability. Rather, it 
has become an area of regional and 
international tension. 

IT IS, in particular, a focal point of 
conflict with the United States. It 
puts the Camp David process ui 
risk. It creates a condition of 
solitude for Israel in world opinion. 
Above all. Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin has pul a mark of 
interrogation on the legitimacy of 
Israel's status in the Golan. 

Without any objective necessity 
or compensating reward, his action 
is eliciting dozens of siaiemenls 
emphasizing the tenuous nature of 
Israel's juridical hold. In short, an 
Israeli position obtained by sacrifice 
in 1967 and reinforced by (oil and 
effort in subsequent years has now 
been wantonly undermined. 

There has also been a predictable 
breach of domestic unity in a mat ter 
on which last week's situation 


enabled us to maintain a consensual 
posture, The confidence of peoples 
in every part of the world, including 
Israel, in (he decision-making 
process of the Israeli Government 
has been weakened. 

Not an ounce of strength has 
been added to the Israeli position in 
the Golan, while tons of useless 
burden have been laid on the 
shoulders of the entire nation. 

The reasons for this bizarre ac- 
tion are no less disquieting than the 
decision itself. Mr, Begin has let it 
be known that he believes that the 
U.S. and the . Soviet Union are oc- 
cupied with the Polish question so 
that they have no time for the Golan 
problem. He thus commits Israel to 
an intolerably parochial stance. 
Israel should have an interest in 
enabling support for democracy in 
Poland to be developed to the full. 

Another motive is said to be 
Syrian President Assad's fiery 
speeches. This is the most trivial 
reaction of all. There would be no 
difTiculty in quoting such statements 
by Syrian leaders every month in- 
cluding the months during which 
Mr. Begin resolutely opposed 
Golan legislation. 

In the summer of 1974, Henry 


Kissinger informed Yigal Allon and 
me at Lud airport that Assad had 
just (old him that he would "never, 
never" sign a disengagement agrw; 
mcm with Israel, since this would 
imply Syrian legitimation of Israels 
control of most of the Golan for ^ 
unspecified period. A few ween 
later, Assad signed the agreemwi 
which he had "sworn" never lo con- 
elude. 

Nor is it long ago that EgypW^ 
leaders, including Anwar Sadat, 
were saying that there would 
be a meeting with an 
represen (alive so long as a 
Israeli soldier stood on a single ind» 
of Arab soil. This rhetoric did nol 
drive any Israeli government Into 
the annexation of Sinai which would 
have foreclosed the option ofpefloe.

This handful includes Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak .Shamir and 
ambassador-design ale Moslie 
.Arens, who rejected Begin's Lump 
David proposal; as well as Herman, 
who challenged Begin ihrce monlhs 
ago over the Saudi Arabian plan lor 
the Middle East.

Begin shows no mercy to those who 
iiUack him personally, like tormer 
defence mimslcr bzer VVei/miin and 
to those w-ho criticize him iiitellee- 
lually but arc vulnurnble lo his sar- 
casm (unlike Shninir. .Aren» and 
Berman). 

But the psychological readiness 
of the Likud to fall in with Begin's 
orders unquesliuningly is not only 
the result of its members' awe. They 
admire him so intensely because 
they realize they owe their places in 
the Knesset to his electoral 
magnetism. 

Without him, they realize, the 
Likud w’Ould be nowhere. And (lie 


esteem they feel for Begin is in- 
versely proportional to the esteem 
in which they hold themselves. 

Likud members undoubtedly fol- 
low Begin blindly over such 
measures as the Golan Law because 
they admire ;him for his audacity 
and vigour, and regard him ns the 
fountain head of all political 
wisdom.

nations, including Israel, as part of o 
foreign country. 

Israeli documents since l949hBve 
constantly referred to "the inter- 
national boundary" between Syria 
and Israel, while Resolution 242 
gives us the right to negotiate o 
change in a peace treaty. 

Mr. Begin ignores the fact tboi 
the Camp David agreement, to 
which he professes ndelily, commits 
him to negotiate a peace treaty with 
Syria “similar" to that which he 
negotiated with Egypt. This is open 
to many differenl inlerprelalions. 
but not to the interpretation which 
he has chosen. The Israeli people is 
entitled lo resent this weakening of 
Us nation's contractual integrity. 

The gravity of the decision is 
compounded by the method of its 
enactment. The railroading of an 
obsequious cabinet, the refusal lo 
allow time for an analysis of conse- 
quences, the contempt for kUer- 


parly consultation, the furtive con- 
vening of the Knesset — all this 
makes Israel look more like a petty 
dictatorship than a respected model 
of a working democracy. 

THE INDICTMENT is not that the 
Likud government divides the na- 
tion and evokes internaiional dis- 
quiet; any government that is con- 
cerned for Israel's rights and in- 
terests must often do (his. The 
charge is that the present leadership 
docs it gratuitously, without neces- 
sity or ^vantage, ending up with a 
balance sheet reporting liabilities 
without assets. This is (rue of (he 
sterile campaign on (he Syrian mis- 
sile crisis, the Beirut action which 
strengthened the PLO. (he 
superfluous Jerusalem Law which 
led to the flight of embassies 
without adding to Israel's pro- 
viou.x sovereignty, and now the 
disturbance of Israel's evolving' 
stability in the Golan. In each case. 
Israel's position before the Likud's 


action was stronger than afterwards. 

The most startling paradox is that 
the Likud secured majority support 
for its latest exploit through the 
decisive aid of eight Labour 
members who stepped in where the 
Aguda rightly feared to tread. The 
Kibbutz movement has always 
stood for everything that Zionist 
Revisionism has despised. It has 
stood for solid, tangible, authentic, 
fertile things. 

Now some of its leaders have lent 
themselves to a typically Revisionist 
action. They have voted for 
something demonslrutivc. im- 
piUicnt, spectacular, superficial, 
barren of constructive rcsull a 
few dozen words which added no 
strength or gfowth or reality lu whut 
existed beforo. Il is a sad hour in 
Israel's social and intellectual 
history.

The landowners have since then been defeated, but the governor. 
Major Melaka, has unleashed u virtual reign of terror against the 
Falashus, denying them health cure, closing dowm Ihcir religious 
.sehonls. and imprisoning and torturing (heir leaders. Thousund.s of 
Falushus are reported to huve perished during the pust sevcrnl 
moniKs alone from hunger and disease. A few hundred huve 
managed lo escape to neighbouring countries, where (hey are being 
persecuted by their fellow non-Jewish refugees, but the vast majorily 
have been unable (o move out. They are being kept almost com- 
pletely out of touch with the outside world. 

The only rulionul solulion to the Falasha problem is cleurlx im- 
migration .10 Israel. The Falashas are, indeed, the one badly op- 
pressed Jewish community in the world today — they were fornmlly 
recognized as Jews under the Law of Return in 1975 — that is 
positively aching lo come back to (he Jewish homeland. The least 
that Israel could do is stretch but its arms to them. 

Falushus already in Israel are understandably less than et>la(ic 
about the progress made by "quiet diplomncy" in offering suoenurto 
their oppressed kinsmen. Thai trndilional policy has nol been w holly 
without benefit. 

There has, nevertheless, been some reason to believe ihui "i|uiei 
diplomacy" in some measure only concealed retuclunce lo p^e^•, too 
hard for the influx of lhuu.sands of primitive, durk-hued ftimieis and 
metal-workers into a country still wrestling with decudcs-old 
challenges of absorption. 

Today the situation has taken the dimensions of an outright ilis- 
aster, which is what may have prompted the chairman of the Jwish 
Agency's aliya department, Raphael Koilowiiz, lo declare Iasi v.ock;

The 
centre, which will operate from 
June 27 through July 25, 1982, is 
located at Kibbutz Givat Havivu, in 
the Sharon Valley. 

THE KIBBUTZ is providing 110 
beds — 80 for students aged 18 and 
over from Israel and abroad, and 
the rest for staff ~ at below stan- 
dard fee. 

The teachers will be an unusual 
combination of believers. Among 
the visiting scholars are Prof. Emil 
Fackenheim, Prof. Arthur 
Hertzberg, Dr. Elad Peled, Rabbi 
Shlomo Riskin (Orthodox), Rabbi

state papers tell of Cairo 
peace feelers that failed 


Egyptian King Farouk's peace- 
feelers towards the newborn Slate 
of Israel came to nought when 
the IDF launched operation Yoav 
on October 14, 1948, according to 
the second volume of State Papers 
published by the Slate Archives 
last week. 

The 710-page volume, entitled 
Israel-Docunients, MaV'September 
contains a selection of 558 im- 
portant diplomatic and poliiicnl let- 
ters. memoranda and cables by 
Israeli and Diaspora leaders and 
diplomats. The material relates to 
the potUicul. military und 
diplomatic ahermaih of the es- 
tablishment of the stale, to early 
Isracli-American and Israeli- 
European relations, and to contacts 
between 4he emergent slate und its 
Arab neighbours. 

Writing from Paris on September 
23. 1948 to the foreign minislry, 
Eliahu Sasson, head of the 
ministry's Middle East department, 
described a meeting he held with an 
emissary -of King Farouk on ' 
September 21 in a Paris hotel. The 
emissary, whose name is excised 
from the published volume, had 
been empowered by the Egyptian 
court, after an hour-long meeting 
with Farouk and a second meeting 
with Hnssan Vusuf, deputy chief 
chamberlain of the Egyptian court, 
to sound out Israel's "proposals for 
peace — with the Arab worid collec- 
tively.. .and with Egypt separately" 
and find out whnt "guaranlcvs" 
Israel would provide regarding 
"non-expansion" at the expense of 
rieighbouring Arab stales and 
"nonidenlificalion" with "the Com- 
munists. something (sic) which the 
King fears greatly." 

The Egyptian pence initiative, ac- 
cording to Sasson, was a product ol 
"basic contradiciioTis" between 
"the outlooks and ambitions of the 
Transjordanians and the Egyptians, 
which proved to the King (Farouk), 
that Egyptian interests require 
Egypt to adopt a separate foreign 
policy, outside the framework of the 
Arab League.” 

According to Sasson. the Egyp- 
tian delegation to the UN was not 
privy to the king's peace initiative. 

The emissary also told Sasson 
that the Egyptians and British were 
holding talks in which the British 
were trying to obtain Egyptian 
agreement to the incorporation of 
the Negev in Transjordan. Ac- 
cording to the emmissary, H was 
"British mendacity" which had 
sparked the war against Israel by 
the Arabs, "who would never have 
launched the war... without the 
(British) encouragement ond 
promises." 

The emissary, according to Sas- 
son, explained that if the 
"Hashemite bloc" (Iraq and Trans- 
jordan), "incorporate the Arab part 
of the Land of Israel plus the Negev, 
(they) will be in a position to 
threaten Egyptian independence.” 
The emissary further said that 
Egypt, Syria and Lebanon were as a 
result "firm about the need to es- 
tablish a Palestinian Arab state in 
the area allocated for it by the UN 
resolution of November 1947. 

According to Sasson, the EBXP* 
Uans ended their meeting by, stress- 
ing "that the hour was ripe for a... 
separate agreement with ^fpt," 

The Egyptiani according to Sas- 
son, proposed that Israel submit

"(he basis for the arrangement 
(/iesiffr)...and that this had been the 
goal of his visit to ParLs." 

On Sepimcber 22. Sasson- druficd - 
a 14-poinl plan v^hich he to 
Jerusalem. 'That plan wus anteadcU 
by Foreign Minister Moshe ShurcU 
and by Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion, and wn.s (ransmiited lo 
Farouk in October. The Egyptians 
responded with a number of reser- 
vations of their own. But before 
further progress could be made, the 
Israeli urmy launched its oflen.^ivc 
in the south, Operation Yoav. 
derealing the Fgvpiian artm and 
trapping a segment oi it inxhe hole- 
jn pocket, and discussion orihepliin 
ended. 

Israeli-Egyptian talks uerc 
renewed only some months later, 
and then only to reach a cease-firc 
rather than a peace agreement. 

Susson's draft peace treaty, ac- 
cepted by the Egyptian court a.s a 
basis for a future agreement, 
declares that "Egypt considers the 
establishment of the Suite ol ]sr,iel a 
fait accompli "and Egypt ceases to 
fight against Israel, und agrees to 
withdraw its troops from nil parts ul 
Palestine. 

Israel, for its part "engage.s to ac- 
cept" not to occupy Arab londs and 
to agree to the decision of the 
Palestinian Arabs about their future 
— whether they decide on es- 
tablishing a separate, independent 
slate or whether they seek to be an- 
nexed by a neighbouring Arab state. 

Both sides agree to help to solve 
the Palestinian refugee problem. 
Israel committing itself to ‘‘ex- 
amining" compensation for 
refugees and individual demands for 
repatriation. 

Both sides "engage not to sign 
treaties with other states, "...which 
are contrary lo the interests" of 
either of the two signatories. 

Israel agrees to join the Arab 
League "if the league agrees lo 
change its name to "the Oriental 
League.” 

Farouk and his court aides were 
apparently more open to the idea of 
peaceful coexistence with Israel 
than the Egyptian government was. 

The documents also give an in- 
sight about Israel's prccHriou.s 
mSitoiy siluatlon following the May 
IS invasion by the Arab ormids. es- 
pecially in view of the embargo by 
most Western countries of arms 
shipments lo the new slate. On May 
18, Sharett cabled to Elialiu Elaih, 
Israel's special representative in 


Washington,’ saying; "Our lO Mcs-. 
serschmittfs)* acquired in Europe 
cannot reach Palestine for lack of 
intermediate ' station.. .Meanwhile, i 
Tel Aviv being bombed seventh I 
(sic) lime,per day, and this evening I 
night attacks have started. ..Pkase 
urge Stale Deportment advise | 
Greece to allow us land, refuel, 
Greek mainland and Rhodes. Mut- 
ter desperately urgent.". 

In a second telegram to Elnth on 
May 22, Shared wrote: "Please ask 
Slal'c Department for immediate 
reply regarding release fighter- 
bomber aircraft and anti-aircrufi,' 
iinti-Uink artillery, yes or no. -Also 
apply immcdiaiely Soviet cmbiis.sy 
for transmission request Moscow 
similar assistance." Sliarclt wrote 
(hat there was a danger, because ol 
continuing nir-rmds on Tcl Aviv, of a 
"deterioration'' in morale and the 
situation. Hut he enutioned; "Don't 
plead with (the) Stnie Depurimcnt, 
only ask, but stress we (are) deter- 
mined lo obtain these weapons as it 
is a mutter of life and death." The 
threat that the Jewish Slate would 
turn to and rely upon the Soviet 
Union rather than the U.S. for its 
arms was dear. 

The documents also provide 
p-arnllcl with conlempomry Israel 
regarding "our policy towards... 
.Arnbs...wi(liin the Slate of Israel 
and in territories occupied by us 
ishetahtm miih'zakini I," in the uords 
of Sharett to Bechor Shiirii, then 
minister in charge orminoriiie<*‘ al- 
(•urs. Shurcu. uroic-un August 8, 
I968 thill Israel must allow sonic 
Arabs lo pariicipiue in instituliuns 
established by Israel. 

"In making arrangements for 
Arab internal adminisirulion in con- 
quered territories Ishetahini 
nichhashimi, reliance should be 
placed primarily on persons who 
have cooperated (shit/u pe'uial with 
the Jews in the past, with the excep- 
tion of persons reputed to have 
acted as paid agents." 

Sharett added that Israel must 
strive lo reach an understanding 
with Arabs previously opposed lo 
the Jews who "are now prepared to 
cooperate on the basis of recogni- 
tion of the Stale of Israel or with n 
view’ to the establishment of in- 
dependent Arab rule in (he Arab 
part of Palestine." 

"Although the annexation of (he 
Arab part of Palestine by Trans- 
jordan cannot be ruled out," 
Sharett went on, "the establishment 
of an independent Arab state is 
preferable." 

At a press conference in Jeru- 
salem last week to launch the 
new volume, Gedalia Yogev, editor 
of the Slate Papers series, said ihtni a 
volume on the cease-fire negotia- 
tions with the various Arab 
countries is on the verge of comple- 
tion. 

He said that ”99 per cent” of the 
Foreign Ministry archive material 
inspected for the period has been 
opened to the public, as has "99.8 
per cent" of the "iniere.sting 
material for the period." 

The Foiieign Ministry has (he 
right lo object to the publication of 
material which it deems harmful lo 
the Slate or its interests. Yqgev suid 
that his "personal assessment" was 
that the U.S. State Department has 
proportionately “classified" far 
more documents than Israel's Stale 
Archives.

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ON A MONDAY in November, the 
prestigious American weekly Tfie 
A^nr/oM carried an article by Gore 
Vidal titled “Some Jews and Gays," 
in which ihe celebrated liberal 
writer accused a number of Jewish 
intellectuals of “fag baiting." Imply> 
ing that prominent Jews down the 
ages, from Moses to Freud, are 
responsible for the sexual repres- 
sion that exists in Western society, 
he wrote of “aberrant Figures whose 
nomadic values are not those of 
thousands of other tribes who live 
or have lived on this planet." He 
concluded: “Women's and gay 
liberation are simply small efforts to 
free men and women" from those 
Jews. 

That same day, during a heated 
debate In the Senate about volun- 
tary prayers in public schools, the 
conservative Democratic senator 
from South Carolina^ Ernest Holl- 
ings, referred angrily to the 
Democratic Jewish senator from 
Ohio, Howard Metzenboum, ns 
“the senator from B’naE B'rilh." 

Two dnys later, the two syn- 
agogues in Fair Lawn, a small and 
calm middle-class, community in 
New Jersey, were desecrated. 
Swastikas and unti-Semitic slogtins 
were spray-painted on both. Van- 
dals also daubed anti-Semitic 
epithets and swastikas on the local 
Jewish cemetery and on the door of 
the high school. Police sources 
revealed that a six-member cell of 
the Ku Klux Klan (K.KK), which iip- 
piirenlly had been meeting secretly 
in u local apartment complex, luid 
been uncovered. 

OBVIOUSLY there is liulc com- 
mon political and culiurnl ground 
between Vidal, the super-libcriil 
from New York; Hollings, the arch- 
doivservutive from' the. Southv and 
t^e KKK in Fair Luwn. N.J. 
However, wlien Don McEvoy, the 
senior vice-preside, nt of the 
National Conference of Ch'ri&liuns 
and Jews, addressed u group of 
Jewish friends one evening ih»i 
same week, he found that In their 
minds there is a certain familiar and 
dangerous ring about these un- 
related events. 

The group this liberal Prolesiani, 
who has devoted his life to com- 
bating anti-Semitism, spoke to in an 
apartment on Central Park West 
was not u represettlaiivc sample of 
the American-Jewish community. 
They were Jews who had reuched 
the highest echelons of American 
cultural and business life, sonic 
ni^rried to non-J6^ldh p&Tlhef-6,'B;ul 
when he suggested to them that 
"anti-Semitic feeling is not on the 
rise in America," he found the reac- 
tion was more than sceptical. 

“It is perhaps difficult for you us a 
non-Jew to understand this," Letiy 
Pogrebin, one of the editors of Ms. 
magazine, told him, “but we Jews 
have developed as a result of our 
historical experience certain senses 
that help us to delect anti-Semitism. 
And we do feel that anti- 
Semitism is on the rise and that Jews 
are beginning to question whether 
their economic and political posi- 
tion is safe here." 

One speaker at that meeting sug- 
gested that perhaps Jews should 
start looking for a new shelter. 
Another suggested holding a big 
demonstration in Washington, u 
kind of “solidarity day" against 
anti-Semitism. 

A number of those present ndmit- 
icd that they had been "scared" by 
some of the anti-Semitic remarks 
made during the AWACS debate. 
That same matter had been referred 
10 pointedly nt a dinner in New 
York the previous evening of the 
B'nai B'rith's Anti-Defamation 


Anti-Semitic chiil? 

Some recent sun/eys point to a marked decline in anti-Semitism 
in the U.S. But there are also disturbihq indications of a change in climate, 
The Post's LEON HADAR reports from New York. 


League (ADD, at which one of the 
key speakers was Secretary of 
D^ence Caspar Weinberger. The 
national director of the ADL, 
Nathan Perlinulter, in his address, 
challenged “persons of high respon- 
sibility to categorically repudiate 
the injection of anti-Semitism and 
its crony, dual loyalty, into the Mid- 
dle East debate." 

WHEN MCEVOY spoke about a 
decrease in anti-Semitic feeling in 
America, he had documented 
statistical evidence on which to base 
his argument. A national Louis Har- 
ris poll done at the request of his 
organization found that in every 
category, compared to data 
developed in earlier studies, there 
was “clear evidence that old anti- 
Semitic stereotypes were breaking 
down and that America is becoming 
much more accepting of its Jews 
and other minority groups." 

A more recent survey prepared 
for the American Jewish Committee 
by the Yankelovich public opinion 
poll firm concluded that "there has 
been u significant decline in anti- 
Semitic beliefs" luid that "positive 
images of Jews are very widespread 
today in American society com- 
pared to 1964“ when It similar sur- 
vey hud been conducted. 

The Yunkelovich survey ui- 
ttlbvued this change to u 
gcnerjtionul gap. "In 1964 older 
adults tended to be highly anti- 
Semitic" it noted. “Their puling and 
their replacement by today's young 
adults has resulted in a lower level 
of anli-Stf niilism since young people 
tend to be relatively unprejudiced." 

However, a survey prepared last 
year by the ADL indicated an in- 
crease in assaults on Jews and in 
vandalism against Jewish institu- 
tion, synagogues and cemeteries in 
1980. 

ANTI-SEMITISM was rampant in 
America from the 1920s to the eurly 
1940s when prominent spokesmen 
such us Henry Ford, Father 
Coughlin, Gcruld Winrod und 
'Gerald K. Smith openly und 
viciously attacked Jews and were 
supported by millions of Americans. 
Profs. Harold Quinley and Charles 
Clock note in their book. Ami’ 
Semiiism in America that “extreme 
hatred and loathing of Jews has oil 
but disappeared in America today," 
■and that "attitudes of this kind are 
sometimes found within political 
fringe groups but they are rejected' 
overwhelmingly by the public at 
large." 

However, as Dr. Melvin Tumin, o 
Princeton University sociology 
professor and a member of the A DL 
force su^ests, “The recent rise of 
anti-Semitic incidents may be just 
the tip of an iceberg" which could be 
an expression of "pervasive and 
deep-rooted anti-Semitism which 
had laid dormant for the post 20 or 
30 yearn." He concluded tlinl “for a 
variety of reasons located in our in- 
stitutions. foreign policy matters 
and the nature of the educational 
system, some of that anti-Semitism 
is beginning to surface into the 
open." 

Analysts are divided as to the 
reasons for this re-emergence of 
onti-Jewish feeling. Libera) com- 


mentators tend to argue that the 
new conservative wave in America, 
which demonstrated itself in lh4 
coming to power of the Reagan ad- 
ministration and the strengthening 
of right-wing and fundamentalist- 
religious groups, like the Moral Ma- 
jority, should be held responsible 
for the latest developments. 

“U is my feeling that those of 
KKK and neo-Nazi thentaliiy 
believe that they have friends in 
Washington for Ihe first time in n 
quarter of a century who will silent- 
ly applaud their activities," said 
McEvoy. 

“They view the dismantling of the 
social programmes designed to help 
the poor, the attempts to cut back 
on legal services, the change of 
signals on school desegregoiion, 
easing enforcement of affirmative 
action programmes, waffling on 
voting rights and upsetting the 
delicate balance of power in the

Middle East — they view all these 
as signs that it is all right to openly 
hate Jews," 

According to Lily Rivlin, o New 
York journalist and filmmaker, four 
"variables" combine together loduy 
under the Reagan administration — 
as they did at other limes in history 
— which might result in a more 
violent expression of anli-Semilism. 

“The pattern is very clear — an 
economic recession coupled with an 
increase in Ihe number of frustrated 
members of the unemployed, un- 
skilled labour class who are unable 
to fuini their economic expecta- 
tions when the pie Is not growing 
any more," she said. “At the same 
lime, the society's myth -- the 
American dream is falling apart 
when young couples cannot oiTord 
to buy a home, and Christianity ~ 
the main source of anti-Semitism — ' 
'is becoming more fundamentalist." 

Rivlln calls for the establishment 
of a new alliance between Jews, 
blacks and other minorities to com- 
bat these old-new and dangerous 
trends. 

IRONICALLY, some ofjthc heads 
of the fundamentalist gfbups also 
consider themselves friends of 
Israel. Thus, the Rev. Dan Fore, 
chairman of the pro-Israeli Moral 
Majority group in New York, was 
.quoted in The New York Times as 
saying that “Jews have a God-given 


ability to make money, almost a 
supernatural ability to make 
money... They control the media, 
they control the city." 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, of 
the Reform movement in America, 
sees a direct link between the in- 
creasing political power of the fun- 
damentalist groups and the new 
wave of anti-Semitism. It is no coin- 
cidence that “the rise of right-wing 
fundamentalism has been accom- 
panied by the most serious attack of 
anti-Semitism in America since 
World War II," he told members of 
his movement. "When Rev. Folwell 
asserts before 30 million listeners 
that one brand of polities has God's 
approval, then intolerance takes 
root," 

Other observers believe that a 
conservative American society 
which is committed to more 
traditional values, and which will 
strengthen law and order, is the kind 
of society where Jews will find 
themselves less threatened by anti- 
Semitism. These observers point to 
the nnti-Zionist tendencies prevuti- 
ing among leftist groups and the 
anli-Jewish feeling detected among 
blacks as greater causes for con- 
cern. 

THE HARRIS and Yimkclovtcli 
surveys noted that blacks hold at- 
titudes towards Jews that arc con- 
siderably loss lolcratu and 
pothetic than is the case with the 
rest of the non-jewish public. 
"Blacks still lend to see most .lews 
as money greedy, nnd heavy in their 
representation in the non-black 
community... “ 

More than 67 per cent of black 
leaders believe ih;u “most of ilic 
slumlords are Jewish," while more 
than 81 per cent fed that "Jews will 
choose money over people," 

The anli-Jcwish and anti- 
Israeli utterances of black intellec- 
tuals like Jesse Jackson and Janie.s 
Baldwin have obviously done their 
work. 

ANTI-ZIONIST tendencies prevail 
also among some members of the 
len-oriented National Council of 
Churches (NCC), which nt the 
same time has been an ally of iliu 
American-Jewish community in its 
fight against prejudice in Amcrich. 
This fact suggests, according to 
Nathan Perlmutter of the ADL, that 
American Jews should try to get rid 
of their misconception about what 
constitutes a threat t» their 
interests and values. ' ' 

He distinguishes between what'h'e 
calls "anti-Semitism by the old stan- 
dard" and ''anti-Jewish interest pat^ 
terns," the latter being in some ways 
the more dangerous. 

"The surveys which monitor anti- 
Semitism report about whether non- 
Jews are willing to marry and live 
next to Jews or about anti-Semitic 
incidents against synagogues and 
Jewish cemeteries," he notes. 

"More threatening on the 
domestic side is the attempt to im- 
pose a quota system and on the in- 
ternational side the degree to which 
Western governments, including the 
American, show signs of being will- 
ing to surrender to the Arab dl em- 
pire and to PLO terrorism;" 

Thus the new "military-industrial 


complex" — (he big business com- 
munity with strong interests in 
Saudi Arabia, which is trying to 
move American foreign policy in a 
pro-PLO direction — is more of a 
threat than KKK demonstrations 
and the anti-Zionist propaganda com- 
ing from the UN und should worry 
Jews more than teenage vandalism 
in a Jewish cemetery. In ihe same 
wny, Perlmutter argues, the pro- 
PLO orientation of the NCC is more 
threatening than (he theological 
views of the Moral Majority. As a 
matter of fact the pro-Uiaelt posi- 
tions of the latter make it a useful 
asset in the more important cam- 
paign American Jews should be 
engaged in — preventing the ad- 
ministration from drifting into a 
pro-PLO position. 

ALTHOUGH .some marginal and 
extreme groups such as Uie KKK 
and the neo-Nazis and the two most 
vocal anti-Semitic groups — the 
right-wing “liberty lobby" and the 
left-wing U.S. Labour Parly — have 
been gaining more publicity recent- 
ly and have developed close rela- 
tions with Arab groups and states, 
they still do not pose any immediate 
threat to American Jews. What w>r- 
ries the latter more arc certain 
tendencies among important seg- 
ments of (he general public to s 
lesK sympathetic nttitiide towards 
Jewish “problems" and a more 
critical view of the political and 
economic power of Jews in 
America. 

These concerns were conlirmed 
by the Harris poll, which suggested 
that the pcrcentuge of noii-Jcws 
"expressing a rather deep aiipalhy 
for the problems Jews have faced 
for many years and their .struggle ts* 
overcome prejudice and discrimina- 
tion has begun to slip apprcciabi)... 
r.ir m*'rc n*''n-Jews now tend to 
think (hat Jews have made it and 
thei'efore do not really require allies 
in the non-Jewi.sh communtiv to 
fight anti-Semitism when it nii?hi 
appear." 

The must serious implication of 
the finding, the Harris survey con- 
cludes. Is that “in the event of oven 
or subtle forms of wnti-Semitistn. ft 
is n»nv fur less likely that non-Jews 
would rally to the defence of Jews 
Ilian was the case Just a few years 
stgo." 

The Yankelovich poll pointed to 
thd fact that “Along with u si^ifi' 
cant decline in nnli-SemiliSm. the 
belief ill the perceived power of 
Jews (ill politics und business) and 
the perceived loyally of Jews to 
Israel has become somehow more 
widespread." 

The survey indicated that more 
Americans today believe that Jew’s 
arc more loyal to Israel than to the 
U.S. Thc,sc perceptions, coupled 
with an increasing belief that 
Israel's policy is not consistent with 
that of the U.S., might result — as ft 
did during (he AWACS debate - in 
an anti-Jewish backlash, especial^ 
when official figures encourage ind' 
kind of qpii-Jewlsh campaign. 

Blit Rabbi James Rudtn, assistant 
national inter-religious affairs direc- 
tor of the American Jewish Con- 
miltee, argues that major waves m 
aml-Scmitism have been expeclw 
in the past but did not happen- 
points for example to the period w 
the Yom Kippur War, when the 
Arabs imposed an oil embargo, and 
adds: "By and large American Jews 
still believe ■ In the slrengh and 
tolerance of the American political 
and economic system. They behove 
they still have the resources, the O]^ 
portunlties and the support of the 
general public to fight against rising 
anti-Semitism or for the support of 
their interests."

Acknowledging that this recom- 
mendation does not conform to the 
normal working conditions in most 
public sectors, the comniiuee as- 
serted; "The fields of theatre and 
an do not resemble other fields of 
employment, and their nature und 
essence justify and indeed compel 
our recommendations." 

A source at the Education 
Ministry explained on Monday that 
the theatre has always been plagued 
by the problem of aging actors with 
tenure who receive full wages but 
do little work, and aspiring young 
actors who have no chance of 
receiving tenure or permanent 
work. 

The “Yekutielt" comnnittee hos 
recommended that henceforward 
the theatres sign one-time contracts 
with each actor taken on, either for 
a single play or for a number of 
seasons, whUe making special ar- 
rangements lo assure actors better 
social conditions. 

The ministry spokesmart sug- 
gested that these benefits — pen- 
sion rights, in-service training and 
so on — be handled by a new 
special fund or by the National in- 
surance Institute, which would niso 
assure the actors' wages during 
periods of unemployment or 
between plays. 

These recommendations were en- 
dorsed by all the committee 
members, save Yossi Sand, who 
said he has noi been convinced that 
"tenure harms artistic creativity" or 
that temporary status encourages it. 

According to the riiihistry 
spokesman, oITicials of the theatre 
section 'of the Arts Council agree 
with, most of the committee's 
recommendations, but have stres- 
sed the need lo ensure the actors* 
social benefits.

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BUSINESS AND FINANCE 


Clak (Israel) was started almost 20 
years ago at the prompting of the 
late Pinhas Sapir« who wanted an 
agency for channelling Jewish in> 
vestments from Latin America. His 
son Amos Sapir heads the finance 
department today. 

Spanish-speaking Aharon Dovrni 
was appointed Clal's managing 
director. A. new immigrant from 
Argentina, he had risen rapidly in 
the government service, ending up 
as chief of the industries division in 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry, as it was then called. Pinhas 
Sapir headed the ministry. 

Dovrat still directs the company 
he launched. His office is situated 
on the 21st floor of the towering 
Clal building near Dizengoff Circle 
in Tel Aviv. The venture is now a 
vast conglomerate, whose connec- 
tion with Latin America is only 
marginal. It is split into four divi- 
sions industries, construction, 
trade, and general — each with 
between 20 and 50 subsidiaries (a 
fifth division has been added to han- 
dle electronic industries). 

A picture of Sapir graces the shelf 
behind Dovral's desk. The puce of 
industrial growth in Israel is not 
what it was. he admits that. One of 
the reasons is — he makes a gesture 
towards the photo — there is 
nobody pushing today as Sapir used 
to push. 

The minister used to beseech, ca- 
jole, entice, bully people into in- 
vesting. If he wanted a textile mill to 
provide employment in Dinionu. he 
got a textile mill in Dimonn, the 
bu.siness community dared not 
refuse. 

"Since Sapir went,” Dovrat 
observes with regret, "my phone 
has not rung even once with it ctill 
from n* minister pressing me to do 
something." 

IF ANYTHING, the pressures have 
luiely been the other way — to 
desist from doing things. "Some 
years ago we decided to build a new 
..•cement fac tory. Israel's fourth. Not 
all our board mem^rs were equally 
keen, it meant locking up capital for 
four or five years till the plant was 
operational. 

"Suddenly I get a call from Yiguel 
Hurvitz. who was finance minister 
at the time. 1 was sure he would be 
asking me whether the plant was up 
yet. Not a bit of it, he wanted me to 
postpone the project." 

The government is preoccupied 
first and foremost with the battle 
against inflation, so it wants less 
spending, not more, even in the 
Held of investment, inflation creates 
its own antibodies. Foreign in- 
. vesiors are scared off by the soaring 
price-index. Local business circles 
have an easy alternative. The 
government sells linked bonds 
which are inflation-proof, so why 
Cake risks? 

"You have to be crazy to invest in 
labour and machinery, your money 
will earn its keep without your hav- 
ing to lift a finger. Just loan ilto the 
.Accouniont-General." 

' Nevertheless, Clal is active and 
go-ahead, seeking business. It must 
do that, according to Dovral's 
phil.o.sophy, otherwise it would be a 
dead duck. He lists new projects 
this year. "We have bought into the 
Hadern Paper Mills, supplyingthem 
with capital for e.xpnnsion. We arc 
putting up a frozen-pa.slry plant in 
Ashdod jointly with Elite and Osem. 
We have created a compaii>[ for the 
export of agricultural machinery to 
Latin America. 

"Our building firm, Azorini. bus 
purchased land in the Lamed Zone 
of North Tel Aviv to construct 900 
flats. Six or seven of our daughter 
companies have gone public.*' 
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A giant moving 
with the times

Clal is not just a passive 
shareholder. It does not conieni 
itself with a minority sinke and a 
seal on (he board. In most ofits in- 
vestments it holds a controlling in- 
terest. and lakes an active pitrt in 
Tlay-lo-diiy Hm il HkiiUlCI l l. A g ht i U l - " 
ficial points out; "In the big sub- 
sidiaries we have several board 
members, but there is always one 
who sits on that board only, con- 
centrating entirely on its-affairs." ' 

' Company treasurers lake nodeci- ' 
sion without consulting with the : 
relevant department in CInl. "We < 
have a'coTiinci man in every com- ' 
pany at management level too," the 
ofTicial remarked. 

TO OFFSET this central control, ' 
Dovrat dccenlralizes the chain of 
responsibility. It is a policy which 
evidently causes him considerable ' 
pride. Each company operates as an 
independent entity, "working with . 
whatever bank' it wants, whatever 
insurance company it wants." The 
supervision ■ is technical, to make 
sure that every unit follows its own ■ 
interests efficiently. That is why 
control is exercised low down the 
line, at departmental level. 

Why does his group have so vef.y 
many subsidiary companies (close 
to two-hundred, os listed in the An- ' 
nunl Report for 1980)? Many were 
existing entitles in which Clal 
bought shares. Some arc 
partnerships still, pr else the 
parlneVs sold out in the course of 
lime and Clal became sole owner! 

A good number were groomed (6 
go public, providing the mother 
company with a new set pfpartners. 
A few petered out, but the 
framework and nomenclature arc 
retained for possible .Iblure use. 

Though operating like indepen- 
dent undertakings, these associated 
and daughter companies derive im- 
portant advantages from their 


membership of the Clal ramily. 
Their credit-rating is improved, 
they have a tremendous nnancial 
backing. 

This enables (hem to make tough 
decisions that would break a lone- 
• gorng fit i n. A» cxumplo i s the str i ke 
in Urdan Industries earlierthisyear. 
Urdan is a big heavy engineering 
concern which makes, among other 
things, important components for 
the Merkava lank. 

Its workers struck for higher pay, 
in breach of their collective agree- 
ment, Clal possesses 70 per cent 
control, the other 30 per cent is 
owned by the public. Urdan 
decided, with Clal's support, that it 
would not yield. "We had no inten- 
tion of becoming another El Al," 
man in Clal observes. 

It was a costly decision. Ufdan's 
contracts with the Defence Ministry 
were index-linked, except where 
stoppage was' due to extraneous 
considerations — like a strike. Los- 
ses consequently rose to tens of mil- 
lions of shekels, which would have 
forced a surrender under normal 
circumstances. 

Bui belonging to Clal is not a nor- 
mal circumstance', Management snt 
the strike out for three whole 
mpiilhs, until the workei^ carhe to 
heel. They received no wage rise, 
not even strike pay. Industrial peace 
reigns elsewhere in.the Clal empire. 
|t is not surprising. 

THE FINANCIAL power that Clal 
possesses works sometimes to the 
staffs advantage. Two loss-making 
factories were kept going for a con- 
siderable time at the tiehe'st of the 
authorities, to avoid unemploy- 
ment. One is Rom-Carmel, maker 
of the ill-fated Suuita car (Clal took 
it over from the late Yitzhak 
Shubinsky at Sapir's request). 

The other is the Kiian textile 
plant in Beit Shenn. It exported bed 


linen to West Germany successfully 
until the Deutschmark tumbled fin 
dollar terms) by 35 per cent this 
year, turning profit into loss. "We 
are closing the spinning-mill only, 
its operation is uneconomic," I was 
(old. 

“We kept it going as long as we 
could. In order to continue we 
would need a big investment that i.s 
simply not justiOed." Rom-Cnrmcl 
has had its time and is closing down 
as well. 

Clal may have a lot of staying- 
power, but it is a business firm, its 
aim is to make gains, not losses. 
Dovrat sees that this point is clear in 
the mind of all his subordinates. 

Business in fad imposes 
relentlessly its own conditions, hard 
times necessitate hard choices. CInl 
has not only thrown a couple of 
money-losing factories in a develop- 
ment area to the dogs, changing cir- 
cumstances force a more drastic 
retreat. Undergoing modificaliQn is 
Aharon Dovral's own cherished 
maxim of optimal decentralization. 

IT WAS DIFFERENT in boom 
times, when every venture could be 
given its head. Today the world is 
afflicted by a climate of recession, 
felt in Israel too. Competition is get- 
ting tougher in sluggish markets. 

Says a company spokesman: 
"Decentralization can be carried 
too far. We had got to the position 
three or four years ago that in- 
genious intermediaries were bor- 
rowing money from one of ourcom- 
panies and lending it to another, 
making a rake-off on the deal. This 
is what happens when sister firms 
don't speak to one another." 

The Clal group mantifacuircs 
computers, and those who do the 
manufaeiuring get cross if another 
Clal fumpimy buy.s :» machine 
without giving (hem a chance to bid. 
The in-housc pressures against open 
competition are lough. Yehezkcl 
(Hezy) Sheiah, deputy-general 
manager, is in charge of regulating 
this Iraditionai freedom of choice 

hand. 

Widely adopted now is (he "right 
of first refusal." If a CInl supplier 
can match un outsider'.s terms in 
every pariicuUir, hU offer is taken. 
Member companies arc no longer 
sep.irule, water-tight units, lliey can- 
not hug their ueliviiics to 
themselves. They must pool infor- 
malion. Everybody ha.s to know 
wlint goods and services the others 
arc buying and where they arc buy- 
ing them. A jev\lous eye is kept on 
colleagues who ure potential clients. 

It is lutural that when e.xpansion 
is restricted, the business world 
turns in on itself in this wny. Com- 
panies do not fight over a single 
customer when the market i$ full of 
willing buyers. That is one reason 
why Dovrat presses for continued 
growth. He wants to restore the old 
ilan, He looks to the longerTutufe. 
"Technology is hot standing still. 
Big developments are taking place 
in the field of communications; with 
the creation of cablc-TV, video- 
tapes, personal computers, 

"TWENTY YEARS from now daily 
newspapers won’t be needed, the 
material currently purveyed by your 
Jerusalem Post will come to the 
recipient through terminals 'beam- 
ing onto his TV screen. He -will be 
able to choose what subjects he 
wants to hear about.' This spells a 
revolution, and I want Clal to be in 
ori U." '

Reaching for the sun 


SHA’AR HANEGEV. — A com- 
puter turned 500 square metres of 
curved mirrors toward the after- 
noon sun last week to inaugurate 
Israel's first commercial system for 
the solar production of industrial 
steam. 

At a ceremony at the Tapud food- 
processing plant here. Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Berman, com- 
manded the Luz International com- 
pany for developing the system, and 
said the parabolic solar collectors 
would generate 2.5 megawatts of 
l-owcr when fully operating. 

If the pilot project proves itself, 
a^.-•lhc^ II large local factories are 
already in line for the system and 
SlOOm. in exports are projected for 
the coming four years, primarily to 
the U.S. 

Luz president Arnold Goldman 
announced that the company in- 
tends to spend S2Bm. on product 
enhancement and co.st reduction 
during the next four years, almost 
all of it in the Jerustilem urea. 

The Luz System One (LS-I) is 
based on a modular solar collector 
assembly, comprising pnrahnlic 
irtHigli reflectors uiiich eouccntralc 
the sun's rays on to a henl collecting 
pipe ul their optical I'iku.s. The solar 
collection Held consisLs of u large 
number of these modules, con- 
nected both in series and in parallel, 
using sun sensors and >i central 
microprocessor to track the sun like 
giant mecJuinical sunllowers.

The computer not only ensures 
precise tracking of the sun. but also 
manages all the other functions o) 
the system. Taking dam on oil How, 
lemperalure and pressure, weather 
conditions and the customer's 
energy consumption, the computer 
automatically adjasis the heat out- 
put and can, if nece$s,iry close down 


the system and "store" the rellec- 
lors upside-down in the cvcni uf a 
lechnicnl fuuli or sudden storm. Hic 
system is, however, very hardy tind 
designed to opcrule in gales of up to 
57 kilometres an hour. 

Compromises and niulfunctioiis 
are incviiuhle in applied technology 
and it remiiins to be .seen just how 
well the LS-I actually performs on u 
commercial scale. Tlic customer, 
however, cannot lose since he htis 
coniracied to purehusc energy, nut 
hardware.

A "peace happening" with pop-music stars and 
young people from Israel. Egypt and elsewhere is to be 
held in Nueiba shortly before the area is to be returned 
to Egypt on April 25. 

This was one of the agreements emerging from Ihe 
third round of tourism normalization talks between 
Israel and Egypt which ended Thursday in Jerusalem. 
The meeting ended with the signing of a memonindum 
by Tourism Ministry direcior-genenil Rafael F.nrber 
and Egyptian Undersecretary of Tourism Bahia Adin 
Nasr. 

The happening was recorded in an exchange of letters 
following the signing of the memorundum. In the 
memorandum itself the Egyptians agreed to continued 
use of the airfield nt Ras cl-Nakeb (Etzion) for charter 
flighis to Eilat, and the two countries decided to imple- 
ment passenger-ship traffic between Aslidod and Pori 
Said. 

A cruise liner is also to ply its way from Eilat to 
Shurin o-Sheikh, although nt present it will not be 
allowed to anchor at Sharm. Other areas of agreement 
include an Israel week at the Nile Hilton in March and 
an Egyptian week at the Tel Aviv Hilton in Muy, 

Tourism Ministry .sources report that a proposed 
direct bus service between the two countries has not got 
under wiy because the Israeli operators cannot agree on 
who is to operate the Israeli service. The Egyptians have 
already designated a company to operate buses between 
Cairo and Tel Aviv. 

Israeli sources also noted that, although the subject 
was not included in the memorandum, the Egyptians for 
the first lime have indicated a willingness to allow some

Attracting more Orthodox Jews

"When Jews ore in trouble they 
go to (he rebbe: now that there is a 
crisis in tourism, everyone suddenly 
remembers that there are thousands 
or religious Jews who ought lo be 
coming to Israel on a regular basis."

Hotel offers tax shelter

TEL AVIV. — American citizens 
who pay 45 per cent or more in- 
come tax on their "marginal dol- 
lar" can receive considerable tax 
shelter benefits by buying a flat in 
the Mandarin Hotel here, according 
to Robert Danlal of International 
Time Ownership, Inc. 

He said that lor persons in this in- 
come tax bracket the savings in the 
Mandarin's time-sharing tllan could 
be some 40 per cent of inc total cost 
of buying such a flat. 

However, it is limited to 40 rooms 
(or 1 5 flats) out of the 200 rooms be- 
ing offered for sale in the Mandarin 
Hotel. 

The lax-saving shelter is based on 
taking advantage of Israel's soaring 
inflation, and assumes that the rate 


of inflation will continue at the rate 
of about too per cent, during the 
next decade; as well as the fact that 
the tax on capital gains will be only 
20 per cent. 

The other time-sharing company 
in Israel, the Tiberias Club Hotel, 
has not yet arranged similar tax- 
shelter advantages. ■ 

"After considerable research 
done by American (the firm of 
Hirschlritt, Hirschtritt & Gold, of 
Chicago) and Israeli lax experts," 
Danial said. 

Each room costs between $62,000 
and $68,000, depending, on the 
floor, plus a 12 per cent VAT plus a 
5 per cent (closing cost) transfer 
fees, plus legal and stamp, fees. 
The buyer has the use of the flat for 
two weeks of the year;
